The install exec allows for EREP 2.3.0 to be installed on a 
variety of VM systems. All of EREP including CPEREP 
interface modules will be loaded to the disk(s) specified 
during installation. If your current system has EREP split 
on separate disks this installation could result in 
duplicate EREP/CPEREP files. If these files are not renamed 
or erased severe errors could result. The following 
procedure is recommended for the most error free results: 

1 . Instal lat i on should be performed by the MAINT virtual 
machine to a 201 minidisk for CPEREP interface 
modules and EREP 2.3.0 base and PTF TXTLIBs. 

2. Prior to i nsta 1 lat i on > t he 201 minidisk should 
be formatted. 

3. Any CPEREP or EREP files on the system 190 disk 
should be erased or renamed.
